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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art does not teach or 
fairly suggest, in a method of making a blow molded article from a flowable thermoplastic member in 
generally tubular configuration which is closed at one end, the steps of providing a circumferentially 
extending groove in the side wall inner surface of the mold and heating a region of the mold adjacent the 
groove to a higher temperature than other regions of the mold, such that the flowable thermoplastic 
material substantially fills the groove to form a solid flange extending radially outwardly from the side 
wall of the article. Regarding the art cited in the European search reports as X references: CH 468,286 A 
does not teach forming a solid flange (see Figures 2 and 3 for hollow flange); Yoshikawa et al. (US Patent 
3,880,973) does not teach forming a solid flange extending radially outwardly from the side wall, but 
forms screw threads using a screw mold (2) located on top of the body mold (1); and Moore (US Patent 
5,253,996) teaches that auxiliary heating of the minor mold sections is to be preferably avoided in order to 
"minimize machine complexity and cost" (column 8, lines 14-22). There is no reason, absent hindsight, to 
modify either Yoshikawa et al. or Moore, to provide a circumferentially extending groove in the side wall 
inner surface of the mold and to heat the region of the mold adjacent this groove. See also arguments filed 
February 17, 2006, particularly pages 5 and 6.
